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INTRODUCTION ; 



The library listings which follow represent attempts of 
libraries around the country in colleges and universities, pub- 
lic and private libraries, school and special libraries -- in 
great cities and small — to respond to the pyramiding need for 
more positive, probing arid representative materials about mi- 
norities and their real experiences in our country, with the 
main emphasis on. Black Americans.; As Susan Peters noted in a 
recent article, "Black awareness has penetrated the national 
consciousness." ■/; ;. 

While some' lis tings --like those from the New York Public 
Library --have their roots ' in service over past decades, the 
bulk of the' lists date from the mid-60's and represent the out- 
reach of libraries to promote programs stimulated particularly 
by a trio of federal programs; the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act, the jagged course of the Poverty Program, and 
the Library Services and Construction Act. Through the latter, 
funding has sustained many significant progects in the ghettoes 
of several major cities, among them Los Angeles; New York and 
Philadelphia whose Reader Development Program is a most excit- 
ing one. .„-.., . 



To support' these and other programs and to respond to 
strong reader demands, the neecl for-a core of :mate rials has be- 
come intense. In many areas, to fill the void, children and 
young adults especially have been encouraged to write fresh 
materials. Most of the lists included data from the middle of 
this decade. One of the earliest, the Westchester Library Sys- 
tem's "Negro Life" which listed 32 books and 3 films, perhaps 
stimulated many of the later ones. It enjoyed special influ- 
ence since it was distributed to libraries throughout the world, 

The individual listings vary in bulk from a single mimeo- 
graphed page to 165 pages, and in character and quality also: 
some simply identify existent material; others group and anno- 
tate material with great care. Many include paperbacks and non- 
print materials. The starred items are outstanding for coverage 
and treatment.

For the most part ~ unless the list is library-related or 
characterizes a specific group — the list tends to be neutral, 
in which case it is generally based on many of the accepted 
criteria for selecting library materials. Among the considera- 
tions would be.: overall accuracy, attitude reflected, absence 
of bias,' cultural validity, the human aspect of the characters, 
the nature of the illustrations, language, relevance, strengths 
of the minority culture revealed, sympathy, attempted truth. 

The individuals user will have to scrutinize listings for 
the materials ; k that will he' of paramount interest to him. M He. 
may also find omissions' and perhaps undeserving inclusions, but, 
for the most part there is much raw material to put to use. 
And wherever he resides, he can press the library , which he u^es 
to review its collection of materials about minorities , espe- 
cially ' the Afro-Americans, and help guide their new additions. 
A short quotation^ from Binnie TateU) embodies this hope: ,. 

"Librarians and educators who are believers (many, 
are not) must assert themselves in bringing to. the , 
forefront facts about minorities, facts which can re- : 
duce prejudices, just as surely as horrible myths have 
helped to evolve and perpetuate them."
